11. Powers and Duties of the Chief Executive 
Officer in regard to Administration of the Commis¬ 
sion—Subject to the provisions of section 5 of the 
Act, the Chief Executive Officer shall exercise and 
perform the following powers and duties : 

(a) to co-ordinatCj^ .supervise and control the 
work of officers and establishments of the 
Commission; 

(b) to implement the decisions taken by the 
Commission; 

(c) to administer the Contributory Provident 
Fund and|or General Provident Fund of 
the Commission; 

(d) to sanction contingent expenditure to the 
extent of powers delegated to him by the 
Commission from time to time; 
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(e) to examine applications for assistance (both 
grants and loans) and place them before 
the Commission for sanction; and 

(f) to undertake such other duties and exer- 
cies such other powers as may be assigned 
to him by the Commission or the Chair-, 
mjjn from time to time. 

“12. Powers and Duties of the Financial Ad¬ 
viser-Subject to the provisions of section 
5A of the Act, the Financial Adviser shall 
exercise and perform the following powers 
and duties : 

(a) The Financial Adviser shall advise the 
Commission on all matters relating to 
receipts and expenditure; 

(b) The Financial Adviser shall frame or cause 
to be framed the annual budget and the 
supplementary budget estimates of the 
Commission, maintain or cause to be main¬ 
tained an account of receipts and expen¬ 
diture of the Commission, prepare or caues 
to be prepared statements of accounts and 
conduct or capsc to be conducted neces¬ 
sary internal audit of the expenditure made 
out of the funds' of the Commission; 

(c) The Financial Adviser shall have the right 
to record his views on every proposal in¬ 
volving expenditure from the funds of the 
Commission prior to the consideration and 
approval of such proposal by the Standing 
Finance Committee or by the Commission; 
and 

(d) The Financial Adviser shall have authority 
to advise the Commission and Standing 
Finance Committee that a particular deci¬ 
sion affecting the general financial policy 
of the. Government should be referred to 
the Government for consideration.” 

11. In rule 19 of the said rules,—fi) in sub-rule 
(1). for the words “by the Secretary or such officer 
o.s may be empowered by the Chairman in this be¬ 
half’, the words “or caused to be prepared by the 
Financial Adviser” shall be substituted; 

(ii) For clause (iii) of sub-rule (6), the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely;— 

, proposed expenditure separately under 

Khadi,” “Village Industries” and “General and 
Miscellaneous ’ classified under such heads o,r sub¬ 
heads as the Government may direct”.; 
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(iii) Sub-rules (7) and (8) shall be omitted. 

12. For rule 25 of the said rules, the following 
rule shall be substituted, namely 

“25- Placing the funds at the disposal of the 
Commission:—After the budget relating to 
the Commission has been approved by the 
Government and ufter due appropriation 
has been made by Parliament in this be¬ 
half, the Government will place the funds 
at the disposal of the Commission for 
“Khadi”, “Village Industry and “General 
Miscellaneous” separately.” 

13. In rule 33 of the said rules, in clause (d), for 
the words '‘Khadi Fund and Village Industries Fund” 
the words "Khadi Fund, Village Industries Fund and 
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General and Miscellaneous Fund” shall be substi¬ 
tuted.
